we had to ride her with . the 
blow," Capt. Floyd Dossett of the 
Jupiter declared. 


Engines Stop Suddenly 


He told of how the engines 


stopped suddenly, and how the 
Jupiter was pitched into and out 
of huge troughs in the high seas 
until makeshift repairs 
almost 


enabled the ship to hold her own.

Marsh .Gives Self 
Up to Authorities 
at Father's Home 


Rockford, 111.. Nov. ; 10— ( AP) — 


A 27-year-old farmer, sought by 
police in a 24-hour four-state man 
hunt in connection, with a double 
slaying and the kidnaping of his 
paramour surrendered unexpect- 
edly yesterday and told a story of 
a frustrated love affair. 


I didn't mean to kill those 


men." 
Glenn'Marsh told reporters 


after he gave himself up at the 
home of his father here. "If, they'd 
set down when they saw the gun 
they wouldn't have been hurt." 


At the time of his arrest, offi- 


cers quoted him as saying "I'm 
ready to face the music."

Partial Eclipse of 


Sun on- Wednesday 


New York, Nov. 30—(AP)— 


There will be a ring-eclipse of the 
sun Wednesday that will reach its 
center, or maximum, 'at about 11 
a.m, (CST). - 


For 
the 
continental 
United 


States this eclipse will be no sky- 
show, even though persons in Cali- 
'fornia, looking through smoked 
glasses, will be able to see almost 
•10 per sent of the sun's face cov- 
ered. 


The area of the sun shadowed by 


the moon drops rapidly eastward 
across the United States. The 
northeastern United States will 
not see it at all. 


In the midwest including Michi- 


gan, persons looking at about noon 
should see a visible oil- out of one 
side of the sun. shaped just like 
the bite of human tevth out of the 
side of a piece of pic-. 


The ring is due t.o the fact that 


the moon, is so far from earth at 
present that its face does not fuiiy 
cover the sun's face. The moon's 
face, that is the moon's shadow, 
is just a little smaller, so that the 
edge of the sun appears all around 
the black moon during the mid- 
ccJipse. This sunlight is a ring of 
fire. Astronomers call it an an- 
nular

Food and 
fuel and clothing are ammunition 
m this war. Some dollars, more 
forthrightly, are spent to sell the 
American concept of democracy. 


Most Italians welcome the food, 


without reservations.

come the concept of democracy. 
But there are some who, for po- 
litical reasons, 
welcome neither 


American food nor ideas, who say 
that American policies ov'er here

Creative Technique 


"The Chinese way, never to 


actually copy what we see", said 
Miss Leitz, "is used by most 
artists. -Thus the artist becomes 
more creative, expressing himself 
by combining sketches of the same 
scene into the composite which will 
giv« the true reaction of the artist 
to the subject being reproduced." 


She explained that the time 


" element does not .really enter into 


the making of a picture. The 
artist 
sometimes • succeeds 
in 


putting upon the canvas just the 
idea she seeks to convey the first 
time, while often she feels com- 
pelled to -add touches, perhaps 
months later, or works on the 
painting many times until she 
is fully satisfied.

Greece Still Free 
Because of United 
States Aid; Truman 


Washington, Nov. 10—(AP) 


President Truman told congress 
today that "Greece is still free 
because of American aid but her 
economic plight "has not basically 
improved" and the military pic- 
ture is worse. 


That is the way Truman sized 


things up as of Sept. 30, four 
months after congress -set up a 
5400,000,000 fund to help Greece 
and Turkey combat communistic 
pressure from inside and outside 
their borders. 


The president expressed "grave 


concern" that "underlying causes 
of economic and political unrest" 
still exist in Greece. 


But in his first report to con- 


gress on how the aid money is be- 
ig used, the nearest thing to a 
hint that more might be used waa 
a statement that: 


"The difficulties which hamper 


the success of this program must 
be overcome. Continuation of mar- 
ginal subsistence only in Greece, 
without real progress toward re- 
covery, will provide fertile ground 
for totalitarian idealogies". 


Money Only Partly Sl»'nl 


The presidential report showed 


that up to Sept 30 only 517,460,- 
171 of Greece's 5300,000,000 and 
51,519 of Turkey's 
$100,000.000

had been spent with 


5350.182 used for administrative 
expenses.

rafling involves grain actually at 
he market (on the spot). Futures 
rading deals with agreements or 
:ontracts to deiiyer, or accept de- 
ivery of. grain at a specified 
ime in the future. 


Traders likewise may be divided 


into two broad classifications. One 
gropp consists of the commeicial 
isers and handlers of grain, includ- 
ng flour millers, corn and others 
grain processors, grain mere iants, 
and exporters. 
The other group 


comprises the speculators. 


Two Uses of Market 


Although 
speculators 
confine 


their activities to the future mar- 
ket, most commercial interests 
find it necessary to trade in both 
cash 
and futures. Commercial 


interests use the futures market for 
:wo important reasons: (1) To 
'hedge" or reduce the speculative 
element in their cash gram trans- 
actions: (2) to acquire supplies of 
?rain they will need later to fill 
actual or anticipated orders for 
their processed products. 


Hedging, a form of insurance 


against price fluctuations, is prob- 
ably the most important function 
of the future market. For example, 
a milling company buys 1 million 


bushels of wheat in the cash mar- 
ket at S3 a bushel which it intends 
to mill into flour for sale to bakeis. 
Several weeks will pass before the 
flour can be made and sold. In the 
meantime there is danger wheat 
prices will decline. A decline would 
lower the price at which the miller 
could sell his flour because wheat 
and flour prices aie 1'elated. 


Hu'djfiug Keduccb Risk 


In order to lessen or hedge this 


risk entailed in holding the actual 
jrain, the miller immediately sells 
1 million bushels of wheat futures. 
Assume that he sells this quantity 
for delivery next May at yester- 
day's closing price of $2.84 a 
bushel for the Hay futures.' As- 
sume, also that several weeks later 
cash wheat prices have declined 
from 53 a bushel, compelling the 
miller to sell his flour at the cash 
wheat equivalent of $2.75 a bushel, 
a loss of 25 cents on each of Ms 
million bushels. 


Meanwhile, however, the price 


of May wheat should have declined 
to about $2 59, because futures 
prices usually move in the same 
direction and by approximately 
the same amount as prices of the 
cash grain. As the miller sells his 
flour he buys corresponding quan- 
tities of his hedge in futures, 
canceling his purchases against 
his 
earlier sale. 
Thus wheat 


futures sold at 52.84= are canceled 
at $2.59, a profit of 25 cents a 
bushel, which covers his loss in 
the cash wheat and flour trans- 
action. 


On the other hand, if wheat 


(and flour) prices rise after the 
miller has placed his hedge, the 
loss he will incur on his futures 
contract will be offset by a cor- 
responding increase in the value of 
the wheat and flour he has on 
hand. The futuies trade in the 
hedging transaction involves no 
actual transfer of grain, but pro- 
vides protection for the miller.
